Ask Amendment. 
The ,impeachment case 
of 
John 
Strength, sheriff of Ebnore county, 
which was tried by the Supreme court 
Ust week and is now under* advise­ 
ment, came to notice again Wednes­ 
day when Harwell G. Davis, attor­ 
ney-general, and Horrace G. Wilkin­ 
son, special prosecutor, filed with the 
court a motion to amend the informa­ 
tion against Strength by adding the 
words “against the peace and dignity 
of the state of Alabama” a t the end 
if each specification. 
i With the entering of this motion on 
the motion docket of the court, it be­ 
came known that the attorney-gener- 
al's department and Judge 
F, Loyd 
Tate, counsel for Strength, had 
pre­ 
pared briefs for and against the con- 
(enttOn that the words should 
have 
been placed at the end of the infor­ 
mation as required by the constitu­ 
tion in all indictments for offenses 
against the laws of Alabama. 
Judge Tate contends that the arti­ 
cles of impeachment are fatally defec­ 
tive because they do not conclude with 
the words prescribed by the constitu­ 
tion, while the state contends that they 
are not necessary. 
Briefs have been 
prepared and filed with the court and 
are now under consideration. 
The 
state pointed out that various 
other 
impeachment cases have 
not 
been 
dismissed although the words were 
dot included and the articles of im­ 
peachment in the Strength case were 
framed from the articles in the cave 
of Probate Judge Pratt of Bibb coun­ 
ty, who was impeached and removed 
from office sdVeral years ago. Judge 
Tate, for Strength contends that the 
same rules governing indictments gov­ 
ern this case and that the state never 
properly submitted 
the 
complaint 
against the sheriff when it neglected 
to conclude the specifications 
with 
the words “against the peace 
and 
dignity of the statfe of Alabama.” It 
is probably this latest development 
in the case will mean a delay in the 
final decision of the court.
